The  town  of  Uppingham  is  supplied  by  the  Uppingham 
Waterworks  Company.  There  are  a  few  houses  not  connected  to 
the  supply, 

LYDDINCtTON 


Water*  is  obtained  in  bulk  from  the  Uppingham  Waterworks 
Company  and  supplied  to  the  public  by  standpipes.  Twelve  houses, 
a  Hostel,  the  village  school  and  two  cattle  troughs  are  connected 
to  the  supply.  There  is  no  tendency  to  plumbo-solvency. 

Other  Parishes 

In  the  other  17  Parishes  the  water  supply  is  obtained 
from  shallow  wells, 

Messrs,  Pick,  Everara,  Keay  &  Gimson,  Civil  Engineers, 
Leicester,  have  been  engaged,  and  have  made  a  preliminary  report 
on  a  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  the  District,  A  temporary 
scheme  to  improve  the  supply  to  North  Luffenham  by  taking  a  supply 
from  Messrs,  Rose  Woodyard,  providing  two  standpipes  in  the 
village  was  approved,  but  the  Contractor,  owing  to  shortage  of 
labour,  has  failed  to  carry  out  the  work.

(il)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING- 

Owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour  house  refuse  collection 
is  carried  out  bi-weekly  at  Uppingham  instead  of  weekly. 

At  North  Luffenham  and  Morcott  it  is  hoped  to  collect 
house  refuse  monthly,  but  owing  to  the  reasons  stated  above  it 
cannot  always  be  carried  out. 

In  other  villages  small  dumps  are  provided  which  are 
periodically  cleansed.  All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  dumping. 

The  scavenging  of  earth  closets  and  dry  house  refuse  has 
become  a  most  urgent  necessity  and  must  be  undertaken  as  soon  as 
labour  and  transport  are  available.  Unfortunately,  the  area  and 
population  are  too  small  to  warrant  the  full  time  employment  of 
modern  scavenging  equipment.

There  are  43  occupied  houses  on  which  Demolition  Orders 
have  been  made  and  35  have  had  notices  served  to  show  reason 
why  a  Demolition  Order  should  not  be  made. 

There  are  24  unoccupied  houses  on  which  Demolition  Orders 
have  been  made  and  40  have  had  Notices  served  to  show  reason  why 
Demolition  Orders  should  not  be  made. 

There  are  five  unoccupied  houses  not  demolished  in  Clearance 

^reas, 

■Some  of  these  unoccupied  houses  are  becoming  so  delapidated 
as  to  be  dangerous,  particularly  those  which  abut  on  Public 
Highway,  and  should  be  demolished. 

In  1 939  schemes  were  approved  or  in  course  of  preparation 
to  recondition  1 6  of  these  houses,  all  were  postponed,  owing  to 
the  increased  cost  of  building.  I  am  afraid  very  few,  if  any, 
of  the  76  houses  to  which  these  Statutory  Notices  relate  will  ever 
be  reconditioned, 

The  present  Grants  under  the  Housing  (Rural  Workers)  Act 
are  quite  insufficient  to  encourage  owners  to  take  advantage  of  this 
Act.  . 

Estimates  have  been  obtained  for  this  kind  of  work  ranging 
from  £300  to  £723  per  cottage.  Needless  to  say  the  schemes,  with 
one  exception,  have  been  abandoned.  It  is  evident  that  either 
Local  Authorities  will  have  to  acquire  such  cottages  and  carry  out 
reconditioning  or  more  liberal  grants  will  have  to  be  made  to 
encourage  private  enterprise.

THE  MILK  ( SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  ORDERS ,  1936  and  1958 

Licences  are  issued  by  the  County  Council.  Nine  Producers 
are  licenced  under  the  above  Order,  1936. 


There  are  six  cowsheds  which  have  become  so  delapidated 
and  require  considerable  reconstruction  and  repairs.  Nine 
others  require  alterations  and  improvement  to  a  lesser  degree. 
Milk,  however,  from  these  premises  compare  very  favourably 
with  others. 

( b y  MEAT  /ATP  OTHER  POODS 

There  are  12  bakehouses  in  the  District.  18  visits  have 
been  made  and  in  three  cases  limewashing  was  necessary 
and  in  one  case  complaints  were  made  regarding  pig  keeping  which 
was  not  upheld.
